Deadly avalanches 
hit Austrian resorts 


The road to St. Anton was re- 
opened yesterday after seven people 
were killed and at least 20 injured in 
the resort town on Sunday. Five va- 
cationing Swedish skiers and two 
Austrians were killed in St. Anton 
early Sunday when two successive 
avalanches rolled down the steep 
mountains that tower above the re- 
sort and buried several chalets, au- 
thorities said. Three others were 
killed in separate avalanches on Sat- 
urday, bringing the death toll to 10. 


‘The accidents followed the dcath 
last weekend of a close friend of 
Prince Charles, who was killed in 
the Swiss resort of Klosters by a 
snowslide that narrowly missed the 
prince. 

The avalanches destroved four 
houses, damaged several other 
buildings and buried the only train 
tracks leading into the mountainous 
resort. 

St. Anton, set at 1.287 metres in 
the Arlberg region of Western Aus- 
tria, is one of this Alpine nation’s 
oldest and best-known ski resorts.

Fever: A defence 


against infection

FEVER 15 NOT always a bad thing 
= it can often help the body fight 
infections. A{though persistent high 
fevers in infants and toddlers should 
be treated with paracetamol, fevers 
in adults and older children can be 
left untreated for a while until other 
symptoms become evident, accord- 
ing to Dr. Ami Balin, head of the 
hematology unit at Wolfson Hospi- 
tal in Holon, during ἃ recent call-in 
programme on fever sponsored by 
Kupat Holim Meuhedet. 

Fever is a naturally occurring phe- 
nomenon that is part of the body’s 
system for protecting itself against 
outside invaders like bacteria and 
viruses, said Dr. Balin, attributing 
his comments to new research on 
the subject. He stressed that fevers 
in children up to the age of two 
above 39° centigrade and persist- 
ing for a few days should be treated 
with paracetamol and other fever- 
reducing drugs so that the baby is 
kept comfortable. 

Pediatricians now tend to trust 
mothers to judge for themselves 
when to bring in a young child with a 
fever, especially if the sick child is 
not their first baby. Mothers usually 
know their children best, said Dr. 
Ava τὰς ey wall even 48 hours 

ra fever has appeared be- 
fore taking the baby to the doctor. 


ON THE subject of fever, a new 
thermometer that measures chil- 
dren’s body temperature from a 
sample of urine is now selling in the 
USS. It was developed by Dr. Joel 
Ehrenkranz, a scientific adviser to 
Franklin Diagnostics, Inc., in Mor- 
tistown, New Jersey. 

Children usually hate oral and 
rectal thermometers, and taking the 
temperature from the armpit is not 
very accurate. So, according to a 
recent issue of Newsweek, Ehrenk- 
ranz invented a new type that he 
claims is the “most accurate ever 
made.” The patented product is a 
small, foam colfection cup that looks 
like a miniature toilet bowl. Inside 
the cup is a plastic strip that registers 
fever in Fahrenheit. 

The user urinates in the cup, waits 
one minute, empties the cup and 
then pulls out the strip to read the 
result, Each strip has a grid with 45 


brown dots, each representing two- 
tenths of a degree. An indicator dye 
turns blue when the chemicals in 
each dot melt. The higher numbers 
have slightly higher melting points, 
80 the last dot to tum blue shows the 
user's temperature, within two- 
tenths of a degree. 

The urine thermometer can also 
be used by women who want to 
know when they are ovulating to 
plan pregnancy. The company is 
planning overseas sales, with ther- 
miometers probably in centigrade as 
well as in Fahrenheit. 


the Max Planck Institute in Munich, 
led by Prof. Paul Baltes, studied the 
matter and gave intelligence tests 
over a period of several years to 
people in their 60s, 70s and 80s. The 
Tesults showed “no particular evi- 
dence” of loss of intelligence: Many 
Octogenarians seemed not to have 
suffered a drop in 1Q. There was, 
however, a decline mainly in their 
ability to perform under stress, on 
tests that severely taxed concentra- 
tion, speed of reaction and other 
skills simultaneously. 

‘The researchers note that intelli- 
gence is not a uniform or indivisible 
quality but one comprised of many 
aspects, each of which can develop 
in one direction or another. Thus, 
growth and decline can take place 
simultaneously. Tests of older per- 
sons’ memories have revealed that 
they retain much greater under- 
standing of overall concepts than 
younger people, who are better at 
remembering isolated details. They 
are also better than the young at 
displaying tried and proven or spe- 
cialized knowledge, but less success- 
ful at solving new sorts of problems. 


THE LATEST sleep research by 
Prof. Peretz Lavie of the Technion’s 
sleep laboratory sends chills up your 
spine. He found that half of all men 
aged 40 and over admit to falling 
asleep while driving. This problem is 
more frequent among those who 
have breathing difficulties while 
sleeping in their beds, 

Younger men in their 20s suffer 


from this problem much less fre- 
quently than those over 40; itis even 
Tarer among women, for some unex- 
plained reason, appearing 20 times 
more frequently in men. Police com- 
puter statistics have found that the 
most common times that drivers fall 
asleep at the wheel are 4 a.m. and 4 
p.m. 

Prof. Lavie maintains that he and 
other researchers have pressed the 
authorities to test drivers for the 
tendency to fall asleep at the wheel, 
but they have refused; an Egped 
driver who was involved in an acci- 
dent and found to have fallen asleep 
while on the road was not dismissed. 


RUBBER GLOYES, which give off 
traces of vapour, can cause asthma 
in some people, according to a re- 
port in the New Scientist. Carene isa 
natural substance sometimes found 
in the latex used to make rubber 
gloves. One laboratory technician 
who wore rubber gloves at work suf- 
fered from asthmatic attacks of in- 
creasing severity. At first he thought 
it was caused by the starch used to 
powder the inside of the gloves, but 
he saw that only gloves of a certain 
pre. made in Malaysia, affected

“TODAY PEOPLE are hospital- 
ized less," says Dr. Gabi Mor, 2 
senior geriatrician at the Ichilov 
Medical Centre in Tel Aviv and di- 
rector of its impressive home-care 
service. “They use hospitals more as 
intensive-care units, Ordinary. ill- 
nesses are treated at home.” 


-long felt that more stress must be 
put on finding out-patient solutions. 
So, 13 years ago they founded a 
comprehensive home-care unit 
which today treats 250 patients dai- 
ly. The service is available 24-hours- 
a-day, seven days a week. Surpris- 
ingly, however, few people take 
advantage of the staff's on-call avail- 
abitity, and generally calls for beip 
come during normal office hours un- 
less there is an emergency. 

The majority of the patients in- 
cluded in the special project suffer 
from chronic illnesses. “Were it not 
for the service, many would be in 
and out of emergency wards every 
few weeks,” says Mor. Most are also 
elderly, for multiple social and med- 
ical problems are usually found in 
that sector of the population. 

Forty per cent of those now being 
treated are terminal cancer patients 
of whom 75 per cent eventually die 
at home, at their own request. Thir- 
ty per cent, according to the direc- 
tor, suffer from heart problems and 
another 25 per cent are rehabilita- 
tion candidates. 

(5... 83, is one of the recipients 
of the home-care programme. She 
came to Israel four years ago from 
the U.S. to fulfil! her lifelong dream 
of aliya. Last year, she was hospital- 
ized and underwent surgery for in- 
testinal cancer. When her situation 
worsened, her daughter, Sara, came 
over from the U.S. to help her 
mother, She was especially anxious 
to fulfil her mother’s wishes to re- 
main in her own home. Sara is full of 
praise for the home-care pro- 
gramme which enables her mother 
to do just that. 

“They're just wonderful,” the 
American visitor says. C.S. receives 
a weekly visit from a physician who 
is connected to Ichilov’s surgery de- 
partment where she had an opera- 
tion severas weeks ago.

HELL-BENT on making up for its failure to initiate the 
current popular uprising in the territories, the PLO is now 
straining every muscle to prove that it is back in command and 
that its writ runs unopposed among the Palestinians under 


Israel’s rule. Even if — indeed, 


especially if - the method by 


which the terror organization seeks to reassert its authority is 
calculated to bring down chaos and misery on the Palestinians 


themselves. 


Apparently basing themselves on the old Leninist maxim 
that, the worse things get now the better they will eventually 
become, the local PLO underground organizers in the field are 
sending orders to the population in the West Bank and Gaza 
which, if obeyed, and not counter-acted, could lead to the 

, complete breakdown of law, order and administration in these’ 
areas. Palestinians who fail to obey the orders and offer 
themselves as sacrificial lambs in this experiment at achieving 
gational salvation through primeval chaos, are being threat- 
ened with the most dire consequences. 

The most serious step in that direction has just been taken 
by the “Unified National Leadership of the Uprising,” in its 
“Communique No. 10,” calling on all Arab policemen in the 


territories to step down. 


Nat all of the threatened policemen have done so, despite 

, the murder of one of their number near Jericho a few days ago. 
But several hundred, including veteran police officers, have 
already surrendered their commissions and their weapons, 
even if tearfully in some cases; and the exodus is continuing. 
The retirees will be facing an uncertain personal future, and 
the communities in which they previously served will now get 
a tive and bitter taste of Palestinian-made lawlessness and 


_ disorder. : 


Israeli policemen, reinforced by IDF personnel, will step 
into the breach, but only partly and only where absolutely 
necessary. They will keep discharging the minimal duties of an 
occupying power. and they will protect Jewish settlements in 
the territories against depradations. But it should come as no 
surprise to anyone if ordinary crime were cow to proliferate in 
the streets of Gaza, Hebron and Nablus, and if its perpetrators 
were left unseized and unpunished. 

Except that they would not be allowed to serve as jumping 


ground for terrorist attacks, the West Bank and 


Gaza could 


easily come to recal] southern Lebanon during the years of 
PLO overlordship there. As the Judea District Deputy Com- 
mander has put it. the Palestinians under Israel's rule “will 
have to stew in their own juice.” 

That sort of prospect is known not to amuse a great many of 
the Palestinians themselves, and when it becomes a fact the 
PLO may yet face active resistance from its still largely docile 
charges. Appreciation of this danger probably accounts for the 


PLO’s rather cautious movement along the trail leading 


to the 


brink. Thus, after getting its ears boxed by King Hussein, and 
realizing which side some of its bread is buttered, the organiza- 
tion has, for example, retracted an earlier order to all West 
Bank members of the Jordanian parliament to resign. 

Also, it has yet to order Palesunians responsible for such 
vital services as water supply, ta go home. 

But the strategy of brinkmanship set in motion by the PLO 
has a life of its own, and the Israeli authorities have already 
flashed clear signals that provocations would be met head-on, 
and that the prime sufferers from the chaos would be the 


Palestinians. 


It is surely time for Palestinians of sense to ponder whether 
it is better for them as a people to search for a peace of 
accommodation with Israel, or to follow the ruinous dictates 
that bring more suffering upon them without any hope of 


solutions.

Shultz and Shamir met briefly yes- 
terday morning at the Grand Hotel, 
shortly after the prime minister's 
plane landed in Washington.

According to the official, Shultz 
informed Shamir that that there

‘to allow any “deeply divisive™ ele- 
ment to surface in that relationship. 

But at the same time, the official 
warned that the situation in the Mid- 
dle East was. very unstable. It was 
-essential, he added, that peace ne- 
-gotiations begin as soon as possible. 

Earlier in the day. the State De- 
partment officially said that PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat's latest 
statements in The New York Times 
about accepting all “relevant” UN 


resolutions, including 242 and 338, 
did not amount to the clear and 
unambiguous declaration that the 
U.S. has been seeking from the 
PLO. 

State Department spokesman 
Charles Redman said that Arafat's 
latest remarks appear to be “virtual- 
ly identical to statements that he and 
others have made in the past.” Red- 
man said that the statements were 
not “clearcut....Nothing has really 
changed in terms of our relationship 
and what's needed to establish an 
kind of dialogue with the PLO.” 

At the White House briefing, the 
official also described the Arafat re- 
marks as “ambiguous.” Shamir and 
Reagan are due to meet tomorrow 
at the White House. 

“The United States welcomes the 
visit of Prime Minister Shamir,” 
spokesman Redman told reporters. 
“We will be discussing a number of 
Issues important in our bilateral re- 
lations, which are healthy and 
strong. Foremost among them will 
be a serious discussion of the U.S. 
proposal for an Arab-Israeli peace 
Setilement.~ :

“only those who must bear the con- 
sequences of agreements on their 
flesh. those who must shed their 
blood to defend our country, can 
decide what risks to take in the pur- 
suit of peace.” But, he added, “we 
are coming with an open mind to 
listen to what our American friends 
have to say.” 

Referring to the uprising in the 
territories, Shamir told the young 
Jewish leaders: “I know you are dis- 
turbed by what you see on televi- 
sion. Make no mistake about it, 
what vou see are not demonstra- 
tions. They are not sit-ins. It is not 
civil disobedience. It is war — a war 
against Israelis, against the exis- 
tence of the State of Israel.” 

Shamir costinued: “There is a 
cloud hanging over the 40th anniver- 
sary celebrations, a cloud of riots, 
fanaticism and hatred, a cloud of 
world disapproval and : 
But to despair now, to be defeatist is 
wrong. And it is dangerous. It may 
be a big mistake for our enemies to 
underestimate our strength, but it is 
ap even bigger mistake for us to so.” 


Israel through the © 
eyes of the media 


OVER THE WEEKEND, I took 
the time to go through the Sunday 
Papers from cover to cover. As | 
Tread the stories concerning the trou- 
bles in Israel, it struck me that Israe- 
lis have every right to believe they 
are being subjected to a double stan- 
dard by the world press. 

They see their actions in the occu- 
pied territories of Gaza and the 
West Bank -- those that are totally 
defensible and those that are not ~ 
attacked daily on television screens 
and on the front pages of newspa- 
pers. The coverage scems intended 
to harass and intimidate them, to get 
them to change tactics and comport 
themselves in a manner acceptable 
to columnists and editorial writers. 

In the same news columns were 
many stories from other countries 
where brutality is the order of the 
day. The articles were smail, non- 
judgmental, and not even critical of 
the brutal events in those countries. 
They simply presented the facts. 

For example, a March 5 article 
stated that “Hundreds of Moscow 
youths battled each other with sticks 
and iron bars in a street fight last 
month and 18 people were arrested. 
But the Moscow police denied local 
rumours that 10 people had been 
killed or seriously injured in the 
brawi Feb. 20.” 

Does anyone believe the Soviet 
press is telling us exactly what hap- 
pened in that incident? Were there 
any television cameras covering that 
incident and reporting it on our 
screens? 

Do we see television reports on 
the bloody clashes in Soviet Arme- 
nia and Azerbaidzhan? The Soviets 
say dozens of people were killed and 
injured. We can’t be sure of the 
actual death toll, because there was 
no independent press coverage or 
television reporting frora the scene. 

Another story that received little 
attention came from Prague: 

“The Communist authorities 
rounded up human-rights advocates 
on the eve of a Catholic pilgri 
aimed at pressing for greater reli- 
gious freedom in Czechoslovakia, 
dissidents said today. Thirteen peo- 
ple were arrested, inciuding the 
playwright Vaclav Havel and the 
Charter 77 human-rights movement 
spokesman, Stanislav Devaty. Six 
others were briefly detained.” 

That is the entire article. Was 
there anything on television about 
this incident? I don’t recall seeing it. 


ALSO FROM the Sunday papers: 
A CHINESE called Sun-tse in 500 


BCE wrote: 
“There is no higher art than de-

All this, of course, can be 
summed up in one short phrase, 
“sow dissension.” And when the en- 
emy is demoralized, move in with a 
strong and disciplined organization 
to gather the fruits of victory. 

So far, the Arabs have waged two 
types of war against Israel. The first 
failed ~ despite the often heavy 
losses they inflicted on the Israelis. 
It consisted of fighting on the battle- 
field, soldier against soldier, army 
against army; a variation was using 
terrorism, aimed at spreading fear 
and panic, by hijacking planes, by 
bomb outrages. by assassinations, 
by murdering women and children. 

Arab attempts to undermine Isra- 
εἰ by other means have had varying 
degrees of success.
